Installing CompactFlash Reader

2 Wait for the Found New Hardware Wizard window to appear. Windows 
automatically detects the hardware and installs the necessary drivers. 

3 In Windows XP, you must restart your computer before the settings will take 
effect. 

Once installation is complete, the CompactFlash Reader will be 

accessible from Windows Explorer or from IVIy Computer. The drive will 

be labeled Removable Disk. Removable 

The Unplug/Eject Hardware (Windows 2000 or Me) or the Safely Disk 

Remove Hardware (Windows XP) icon should appear on the Windows taskbar each 

time your CompactFlash Reader is connected to the USB port.

1 Right-click on the Unplug/Eject Hardware (Windows 2000 or Me) or the

3 The Unplug or Eject Hardware or the Safely Remove Hardware window 
appears.

Copying Files with CompactFlash Reader 

1 Insert your CompactFlash Reader in the USB port. 

2 Insert a CompactFlash card into the CompactFlash Reader. 

3 Double-click the My Computer icon on the desktop or select it from the Start 
menu. 

4 In the My Computer window, double-click the CompactFlash (Windows 98) or 
Removable Disk (Windows 2000, Me, or XP) icon. 

5 You can now copy files from your CompactFlash card to your hard disk by 
dragging and dropping as you would from a diskette, Zip '" disk, or any other 
removable media. 

Formatting CompactFlash Cards 

To format your CompactFlash cards on your computer: 

1 Double-click the My Computer icon on your desktop or select it from the Start 
menu.

2 Double-click the My Computer icon on the desktop or select it from the Start 

menu. 

3 Place your mouse pointer over the CompactFlash (Windows 98) or Removable 
Disk (Windows 2000 or Me) icon and right-click. 

4 Select Eject and then remove the card. 

The CompactFlash card will not automatically eject from the CompactFlash Reader. 
CompactFlash card data may be lost if you don't follow these removal steps. 
Power Requirements 

USB ports can provide up to 500mA of power. 500mA is enough to power your 
CompactFlash Reader, but some compatible media may also require additional 
power. If you use compatible media, make sure your CompactFlash Reader is 
connected to an USB port on a powered device (computer).
